Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 5 February 2006 is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has been considered by 
the examiner. The submission was considered on 25 May 2006 as seen on the initialed form. A copy of 
the initialed form is included for Applicant along with this action. 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 28 September fails to comply with the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because document 60/31 1,064 is not a U.S. Patent or U.S. Patent 
Publication, therefore, it should be listed under other references and a copy should be provided. It has 
been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered as to 
the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in 
this information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of 
submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the 
statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See MPEP

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 26-33, 36-43, 46-49, 51-53 and 56-71 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the liner apparatus forming a deposition subchamber within the chamber, at least a 
portion of the chamber liner apparatus selectively movable to fully expose the passageway to the 
chamber and to fully cover the passageway from the chamber and to form a gas-tight seal between the 
passageway and the chamber, said portion of the chamber liner apparatus comprising opposing wall 
sections having inner face portions in at least one cross section and a base extending from and received 
between the opposing sidewall inner face portions in said at least one cross section (claim 26 and its 
dependent claims). The prior art of record further fails to teach or fairly suggest the liner apparatus 
having a substrate opening therethrough, the liner apparatus being mounted for movement to a first

position in which the opening is aligned with the passageway and to a second position in which the 
opening is not aligned with the passageway, the second position fully covering the passageway from the 
chamber with the liner apparatus and forming a gas tight seal between the passageway and the chamber 
(claims 33, 43 and 59 and their dependent claims). The prior art of record further fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a chemical vapor deposition apparatus comprising a chamber liner apparatus selectively 
movable to fully expose and to fully cover a passageway to a chamber, the liner having inner face 
portions and a base extending from and received between the opposing sidewall portions; and a movable 
substrate platform supported by and underside shaft, the base being received below the platform about 
the shaft (claims 53 and 59 and their dependent claims). No other prior art was located to supply the 
aforementioned teachings/structures along with the requisite motivation for combination.
